dealt with according to military law. 

IIL In times of trouble like these, good, 
law-abiding men will refrain from language 
and conduct that excites to rebellion. For 
anything said or done with the intent to 
excite to rebellion, the offender must be ar- 
rested and his conduct reported, that he 
may be dealt with according to law. 

IV. When damage shall be done to the 
person or property of loyal citizens by ma- 
rauding bands or guerrillas, tho disloyal of 
the neighborhood or county will be held 
responsible, and a military commission ap- 
pointed to assess damages and enforce com- 
pensation. 

V. All arrests will be reported to these 
Headquarters, with a descriptive list of the 
prisoners, and a full statement of the case, 
and the substance of the evidence, and 
names and residences of witnesses.

BAKmttOMQcmo. June 6. * 

The adTftaee {nnnl of Oenernl Frenjont ^ 
reached Harrisonburg at 2 o’clock thia 
evening. There waa no fighting during 
the march. Jaekson camped here last night , 
and left this morning. A cavalry force ' 
was sent on a reconnoissaneo four miles > 
beyond the town which came on a large ! 
force of cavalry and infantry strongly : 
posted In the woods. Colonel Wyndham, ■ 
who had pushed the reconnoissanoe three | 
miles further than ordered, rashly led for- ; 
ward the first New Jersey cavalry and was . 
driven hack by infantry in ambush. 

Col. Wynham is a prisoner, and Capta. : 
Stillwine and Haines killed or severely 
wounded, and prisoners. Capt. Charles is : 
missing. All the officers bravely and vainly ; 
endeavored to rally their men. Capt. Jan- ] 
uary gallantly attempted a flank movement, 
which covered the retreat of the 1st bat- j 
talion. He is unhurt. The regiment lost 
35 in killed, wounded and missing. Oen. 
Bayard, of the Bncktail or Maine rifles and 1 st 
Pennsylvania Cavalry, and Chuxeret’s 
brigade of the 6th Ohio and 8th Virginia, 
weje ordered forward to their support, and 
drove the enemy from their position, cap- 
turing their oamp equipage and some stores, 
with the loss of the Kane rifles, 126 men. ' 
and found themselves opposed and flanked 
in the woods by four regiments of infkntry 
and cavalry, and before they could be with- 
drawn suffered severely. Lieut. Col. Kane i 
is severely wounded and a prisoner. Capt. I 
Twaler was also wounded and captured. { 
Capt. W. P. Blanchard was wounded severe- 
ly. Lieut. J. J. Swayne probably killed. 
After a most gallant fight the rifles were 
driven back with a loss of 55 killed, wound- 
ed and missing. The rebels brought up 
their artillery and used it with effect. 

Jackson is thought to have left the main 
road, and has either halted the main column 
for battle, or greatly strengthened bis rear 
guard and posted his trains, which are in 
confusion on the road. 

Wa.shi>oto.v, June 9. 

General Order, No 59, just issued is as 
follows:

New Yoee, June 9. 

The Fortress Monroe correspondent of 
the Philadelphia Inquirer gives this: “On 

hoard the ‘Stepping Stone,’ among others 
whom had come down with the rebel flag 
of truce train (Vom Richmond, I observed 
.Mons. J. De Pnigr, Vice Consul of the 
Netherlands at Charleston, and his family, 
and M. Le Comptede Choiseul, French Con- 
sul at Charleston, and his wife, child and 
servant.

A contraband arriyed who left Richmond 
thia morning. No reinforcements had been 
received there. No signs of evacuation. A 
Captain, Lieutenant and two privates of 
Oen. Burns’ brigade were killed yesterday 
while establishing advanced picket line. 
Oen. Prim and Staff visited the outposts 
and had a view of the enemy.

Mexphil, June 6, 4 p. m. 

Just as the dispatch boat is leaving, all is 
quiet. All the rebel flags known to be flying 
in the city have been removed, and no diffi- 
culties have occurred. 

Reports are current that Com. Hollins, 
when he received news of the destruction of 
Montgomery’s fleet, burned his vessels, four 
in number, which were some distance I^low 
here. 

Over 6,000 people lined the bluff here and 
witnessed the fight this morning. All the 
stores are closed, but many will he opened ^ 
to-morrow. The citixens seem anxious to 
have trade renewed with them. Verj- little 
trouble is apprehended in holding this city. 
Large quantities of cotton was burned, but 
it is said there is a great amount of sugar 
and molasses, which has been secreted by 
its owners, ready for shipment. One rebel 
regiment was sutioned a mile below the 
city, but has disbanded, and the men are 
now endeavoring to get home. 

The loss of the rebels in the engagement 
was upwards of 100 killed, 50 of whom, be- 
longing to the gunboat General Lovell, were 
drowned. 

Memphis, June 7. 

Since the formal surrender of the city 
yesterday, and the posting of pickets 
through the city, the excitement of the peo- 
ple has snbsid^. All was quiet during 
Inst night. The only event of this morning 
was the capture of the rebel steamer check, 
which eluded the fleet yesterday above the 
city, running up a slough out of sight. She 
was brought down this morning. 

Nothing has yet been heard of the boat 
Van Darn, which is the only boat of the 
rebel fleet which escaped yesterday.

Memphis, June 7. 

This morning the rebel tug Mark R. 
Cheek was discovered up a slough above 
the city, where she had run for conceal- 
ment, and surrendered to our tug Sampson. 
About a thousand rebel citizens left on the 
cars last night for Grenada, Miss. The 
railroads have all stopped running to the 
city. The Memphis and Charleston rail- 
road is badly cut up, and all its rolling 
stock has been sent l^uth. All the stock 
of the Memphis and Ohio roads, except 
three engines, is here. Great efl'orts are 
made ^o shielcl public property by private 
claims. About 2,000 bales of cotton wore 
burned. Col. Thos. H. Kasser was the 
.Military Commandant here but Ex-Senator 
acting Brig. Gen. O. N. Fitch, is in com- 
mand of the city now, Since the formal 
surrender at 8 o’clock, p. M., yesterday, and 
tlte posting ot pickets through the city, the 
excitement among the people subsided, and 
all is quiet. The new postmaster for 
Memphis is now in Cairo, and will be here 
soon. 

Halleck's Headquarters, June 9. 

Our forces now occupy Baldwin, Gun- 
town, Jack.son and Boliver. .The railroad 
repairs are progressing rapidly. The ene- 
my passed Guntown last night retreating 
south from Baldwin, {t is estimated that 
20,000 rebels have deserted since leaving 
Corinth, mostly from Tennessee, Kentucky 
and Arkansas. All the regiments from 
these States passed down closely guarded 
on both sides by Missi.ssippi and Alabama 
troops. It rt believed by the country peo 
pie that Beauregard cannot enter Colum- 
bus wkh half the force that he brought 
away from Corinth. The whole country

rebellion. 

.Mr. Wicklifi'c moved to lay the reeolution 
on the table. .Motion loot by 32 majority. 
The resolution then passed, yeas 77, nays 
43. 

The House passed Senate bill to protect 
those Indians who have adopted hatiits at 
civilized life in the lands which have been 
set apart to them severally.

They 
knew it was four hours' march from right ' 
to left by Bottom's bridge, and eo they at- 
tacked with great vigor, hoping to over- 
whelm and sestler our forty thousand men 
there, and then in time attend to whst was 
left. They did overwhelm t'Esey they did 
repulse Couch, though he seaiiere<l death 
among them at a fearful rate; but they mot 1 
metal in Hooker and Kearney too heavy j 
for them; their further progress was stopped: 
theypreMed persistently and pertinaciously, I 
falling in their tracks as though mowu 
down witk scythes, but they could make no j 
further advance. Then came Sumner, with | 
the gallant Bedgwick and “Fighting Dick” j 
Richardson, st the heads of their diviaions. | 
This entirely unexpected reinforcement was :

only nerved them for greater efforts.

W e to-dsy consulted the “oldest inbah- ' 
itant.” He says that very rarely does the i 
river reach its present stage; that it cannot | 
now bs merely the effect of recent rains, . 
though they have been copious, but the { 
loosing of confined waters above. 

The latter statement is proven by the fact | 
that the river, after the last heavy shower, | 
showed the effect very plainly, but after the 
rush of water from that cause had actually 
begun to subside, it suddenly rose again to ^ 
a greater height than ever, overflowing the ■ 
banks and meadows on each side for hun- j 
drsds of yards, and rendering all sttempts I 
to cross, even upon the completed bridges, 
useless. To-night the stream is a« suddenly ' 
falling. 

Off^Gen. McClellan is thus spoken of 
a rebel prisoner in the army : 

“ It is universally conceded by our officers 
that be has no equal in either army. Tleey 
have long and well known his military 
ability. They knew it when he was in the 
old United States army with them, and they 
fear him more to-day than all your other 
Generals. He has from the commeucement 
done jnst what we hoped he would not do, 
and avoided just what we desirad him to 
do. One of the most encouraging hopes 
was. at one time, the probability that he 
would be superseded. Our fbrsser United 
States officers in the old regular service 
consider Gen. Scott to be the greatest mili- 
tary genius of the age, but that his great 
age would have prevented him from suc- 
cessfully carrying on the war. There were 
aaany of them under Gen. Scott in the Mex- 
ican war, and they greatly admire his mil- 
itary ability ; but they consider Gen. Mc- 
Clellan quite equal to Gen. Scott in his best 
daya We would willingly have any two 
of our best Generals retire from the field, if 
you can induce your politicians to lay Gen. 
McClellan on the shelf.” 

n^The London Times tells a big story
